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jgj-Tbere is scarcely a letter which reaches 
ss from East Tennessee that does not contain 
com plaints of the irregularity of the receipt 
of mail matter and of the dirty, dingy, and 
torn condition oflettersand papers when they 
are received. We believe the service is not 
performed under the charge of the post-office 
department, and the bags arc opened and ex- 
amined at every stopping- place, and robbed of 
everything valuable; newspapers are appro- 
priated without scruple, and a bulky letter is 
sure to be violated, whilo that portion of a 
mail which is deemed of no account is taken 
for bedding, and, being very soft, it serves as 
an excellent substitute for straw. We have 
known instances where a copy ol the Journal 
has been two months in reaching its destina- 
tion. To obviate these evils and outrages, a 
military mail-rente ought to be established 
across the mountains from Lexington to 
Knoxville, and superintended by an experi- 
enced agent of the post-office department. 
At any rate, it should no longer be 
entrusted to Irresponsible parties, through 
whose criminal neglect scarcely one in ten 
of the letters written by friends reach our 
soldiers in East Tennessee. “Man cannot live 
by bread alone,” and even if onr voinateers 
were bountifully supplied with rations, cloth- 
ing, and everything to render them physically 
comfortable, they would still be unhappy if 
debarred, as they are, from the privilege of 
communicating frcc-Iy with friends at home. 
The wear and tear ot mind consequent upon 
anxiety to hear from the “loved ones,” en- 
courages desertion, fills the hospitals, and 
sometimes occasions premature death. Who 
even takes the first step towards the correc- 
tion of the evils which are the subject of so 
many complaints, will be regarded as a bene- 
factor, and gratefully embalmed In the hearts 
of the brave men of our army in Erst Ten-

and eniightenod condition, “l’he constitution 
cf tho United States,” says an eminent writer, 
“has so much that is good, and worthy of 
preservation, that a lover of true liberty 
would rather live under it, than under any 
other mode of government, ancient or mod- 
ern, barbarous or refined. Its destruction at 
the present moment would be the mo 3 t mel- 
ancholy thing that could happen, both to 
Americans and to tho world. Such an event 
would retrograde tho march of improvement 
many centuries of years; and he that could 
coolly set about to effect it, mn 3 t unite the 
pfarensy of the maniac with tho malignity of 
i the demon. 

The financial difficulties which this afflicted 
. country hna at present to contend with, as 
| they arise from the most honorable cauias, 
i throw a greater lastro upon her in the eyes 
of surrounding nation?, than the mo 3 t bril- 
liant prosperity could possibly do, if obtained 
| by the slightest dereliction of pnbiic principle 
I and faith. The fiscal embarrassments ot the 
i nation ought not and mast not endanger tho 
Constitution. The sincere lovers of the con- 
stitution tremble not at these things, but they 
! do tremble when they see the possibility of 
1 tho violation of the law 3 with impunity, 
whether that violation be attempted by the 
highest or tho lowest. If we trace the his- 
tory of most revolutions, we shall fiad 
that the first inroads upon the laws have been 
made by the governors as often os the governed. 
The after excesses committed by the people 
have usually been the result of that common 
principle of onr nature, which incites us to 
follow tho example of our botters, however 
ridiculous the consequences may bo on some 
occasions, or deplorable on other?. The laws 
are a restraint submitted to by both parties, 
the ruler and ruled, until the fences on both 
tides being completely broken down and de- 
stroyed, the two parties meet in the adverse 
shock of mutual hostility, and force becomes 
tor a season the sole legislator of tbe land. 
The people should beware of those dema- 
gogues who tell them that they feel for them, 
but who would bo the last to feel with them, 
when the consequences of their own doctrine 
shall arrive. 

The troth is, that no atrocity or aggression 
of the people will vitally effect the solid safety 
of our government nn til our rnleri are intim- 
idated to compromise that security by resort- 
ing to illegal modes of defending the laws or 
unconstitutional measures to preserve the con- 
stitution; knowing this, that the moment any 
government usurps a power superior to tbe 
laws, it then usurps a power which, like tho 
convulsive strength of the madman, springs 
from disease, and will infallibly terminate in 
weakness. 

Tbe foregoing shall be its own interpreter. 
It needs no comment, but should be pondered 
by those in this and other States, who are 
more anxious to get into power, that they 
may secure the “loaves apd fishes,” than to 
be like our great statesman and patriot Hen- 
ry Clay, who “would rather have been right 
than to have been President." Alas! Clay, 
W efcster, and their compatriots, who battled 
so loop and faithfully against the fanaticism 
of the North and the South, have passed 
away, and their mantle has fallen on no one. 
Surprising it is, that their teachings, their 
warnings, and admonition?, should be so soon 
forgotten, and allowed to sink with them to 
tbe grave. Maxcy tells ns, “That the loss of 
a him, national character, or the degradation 
of a nation’s honor, is the inevitable preludo 
to her destruction. Citizens will lo 3 e their 
respect and confidence in our Govern- 
ment if it does not extend over them 
the shield of an honorable, national char- 
acter. Corruption will creep in, and 
sharpen party animosity. Ambitious lead- 
ers will seize upon the favorable moment. 
The mad enthusiasm for revolution will 
call into action the irritated spirit of one na- 
tion, and civil war mast follow. Tae swords 
of onr coantrymon may yet glitter on our 
mountains, their blood may yet crimson onr 
plains. 

Never did the nnfortunato Cassandra proph- 
esy more truly concerning the ill-fated Trov. 
The prophetic eye of our statesmen foresaw 
in th© dim vista of th© fntcro th© evils noar 
upon us. Our country tosard and racked like 
the levered brain of th© madman; the earth 
trembling beneath the tread of mighty armies- 
diSienfcionB and bickerings amoag ourselYej 
about the why and the wherefore, the negro 
and so forth It is some comfort to a be- 
liever jn onr holy religion to know that “God 
rules in the armies ot heaven, and among the 
children of men." If not a hair can fall from 
our heads or a sparrow full to the ground 
without His knowing it, much les 3 can a 
mighty revolution like this, in which the fata 
of untold generations are involved, spring up 
and pass by unnoticed. We should do as 
Cromwell told his soldiers— ^ “trust in God and 
keep onr powder dry.” We must not lio su- 
pinely upon our ba< ks, as if Providence would 
do something for ns whether we will or not. 

H is an cld truism that Providence only help? 
those who heip themselves. Our watchword 
should be God and our native land. 

The palpable blunders of our Governors 
should reuce be reached, have environed tho 
final aojuetnieot with many diffiru t es.

Colonel Ireland, commanding this post, has 
infused new life into nil tbu departments uu- 
der bis control. The sanitary condition of 
the place is fast improving. There i 3 not a 
drop of whiskey sold, and all improper and 
lewd women are banished from the depart- 
ment. Discipline among tho troops is rigid- 
ly preserved, and their moral habits bespeak 
for them and their Colonel the highest praise. 
This very line officer at present commands 
the 3d brigade, 2d division, 12th army corns.

COMStlSSAKY DKPAItXMKXT. 

Captain H.C. Wilson (a genial son!), Cam- 
missary of Subsistence, informed me that, at 
the time of Colonel Ireland aisumiug com- 
mand here, there were no less than 2,200 
rations issued daily to destitute, or snpposed 
destitute, cit : zens. Upon strict inquiry being 
made a 9 to the real merits of those asking 
charity, it was found that a large nnmber of 
women were drawing not only for themselves 
but for their slaves, male and female, some- 
times numbering as high as seven. The num- 
ber of rations has been reduced to COD, and in 
a short time not more than 200 will receive 
food from the Government. 

THg CAUSES. 

The causes of the above redaction arise in 
part from tbe sending of large numbers of 
tbe women and children to Fayetteville, there 
to be allotted upon the rich rebel sympvhixers, 
who must support them. Those w omen and 
children whose husbands and fathers are in 
the employ of the government remain. 

DISEHTXUS GOIXO TO THE PROMT. 

Seventy -five deserters were convoyed to the 
front yesterday evening. They- are from al- 
most every portion of the North, and 3 ome 
of them have been twenty-two months away 
from their command. They are a very hwd 
looking set of men. 

STAMPEDE OF KEGR0B9. 

One hundred and fifty negroes from about 
Huntsville and beyond passed through trere 
yesterday for Nashville. Large numbers pass 
through almost daily. Th? contrabands about 
here are also being sent to N ishviile. Those 
remaining are employed by the government, 
and tbtir families ore famished comfortable 
buu in a portion of the village by themselves.

Tbe Mail say 3 Grant has- abandoned the 
movement on Atlanta, and is planning one in 
the direction of the Alabama river, moving 
from Huntsville in connection with Shermin, 
and, if successful, it will inflict serious inju- 
ry on the Southern cause. 

Tbo Petersburg Express of the 17th mourns 
over Poik’s continued retreat, and auinrs that 
Shetman will effect great injury to the cause 
of the Confederaay by penetrating into the 
heart of the South and destroying their sub- 
sistence, railroads, farms, etc. 

The Savannah Georgian of tho 16th antici- 
pates that the Florida raid means a movement 
of mnch importance. 

Tbe Savannah people were terrified on the 
13th with a rumor that the Yankees had taken 
Fort Sumpter. 

The Wilmington Jonrnal of the 15th treats 
at length the agitation in North Carolina.

■ v "J? < ! re u “ able to gre« detail?, because after 
the Fulton bad ont out into the bay she w *s 
boarded by tbe Frovostoll arsha! and Quarter- 
master with orders from Gen. Gilmore to de- 
prive passengers of all private letters in their 
pofsessicn. 

To n passenger by the Fnlton wc are in- 
debted for the following main facts of the bat- 
tie on tbe afternoon of the 20 ch: 

Onr troops, under Gen. Seymonr, met the 
(ntmy, 15,000 strong, fifteen miles beyond 
banderson, on tbe line of the Jacksonville and 
Tallahnssee Railroad. The battle was desper- 
ately fought during three hours, and at sun- 
set onr forces were overpowered and retreuted 
to Sanderson, taking with them the greater 
part oi their wounded. 

The 7th New Yotk, 42d Mp.ssacbnse!fe 48t 
and 15th New York, and tbe 8 th United 
bfe tee were engaged. Col. Fribiy. of the 8 th 
United Slates, was left dead on the field. Col. 
Reed, a Hungarian officer, was mortally 
wounded. AU the officers cf Hamilton's bat- 
tery were wounded. Captain Hamilton, 
wounded in the arm, and Lieutonant Myrick 
wounded in the foot, are at General Gilmore’s 
headquarters at Hilton Head. 

Col. Guy, ot the 4 ih Massachusetts, hid throe 
horaes 6 hot from under him, but escaped un- 
hurt. The Ccsmcpolitac arrived at Beaufort 
on Monday with two hundred and forty 
wounded, Col. Reed among them, who was 
Iivirg when the Fulton left on Wednesday. 

I he enemy'd loss is not known j they captured 
Gve go ug; it is supposed that the troops were 
from Bragg’s army. Gen. Hardee himself 
was on the field, having come to Florida on a 
visit to his family and also to form a second 
tnarrirge. 

Our loss is variously estimated at from five 
to thirteen hundred. 

Seventy-eight rebel prisoners were brought 
by tbe Fallon.

SUPPOSED BUSHWHACKERS CAPTURED. 

On Snnday night lost, Capt. NoUd, with a 
detachment of twenty men, went down to Big 
Coon Creek to capture some bushwhackers 
who were reported to have stolen eight ne- 
groes and murdered a soldier. Tboy succeed- 
ed in ar retting four men at the house of Clark 
Cross, four miles west of this. The captured 
men were armed with desperate weapons, 
among which wore two knives made out of 
cld scythes, one two feet long and very slkrp, 
while the other was smaller. Thev made no 
resistance whatever. Two of them are rebel 
deserters, and ail four fled from the conscrip- 
tion. They say they axe now and always have 
been Union men. On being questioned as to 
carrying snch inhuman-looking weapons, the 
reply was made that they had them to protect 
themselves from the attacks of tho rebel Home 
Guards and Davidson’s guerilla cavalry, who 
are bunting down all Union men like blood- 
hounds. The prisoners have been sent to Gen. 
Siccum’s headquarters, where they will re- 
ceive a speedy and just examination. 

DEATH OF A BRAVE YOUNG MAN. 

Some three weeks ago tho bushwhackers 
surprized company B, 20 th Connecticut, who 
were on duty at Tracy City, Madison county, 
guarding the coal mines which are bein» 
worked by the government. They dashed in 
upon them, shooting down the sentinel and 
wounding two men, among whom was Capt. 
Upson, commanding the company. He lin- 
gered in Bickncss for a short time nnd finally 
died. His remains passed through Cowcn for 
Nashville, en route for his native Connecti- 
cut. Captain Upson is said to have been a 
promising young officer, beloved by his com- 
rades and iaithinl in his duties. 

THE AGE OF MIRACLES.

| they threw tVo other end over a beam which 
extended across the dwelling, and palling on 
it with all their might, they swung the 
wretched man off tbo bed, and in a moment 
almost tad him in such a position that resist- 
ance on his part became impossible. 

Finding that death did not take place as 
soon as they expected, they fastened the tods, 
which np to this time they had held over the 
D-ram, the body of their victim writhing in his 
death agony from the other end, to apeg ia 
the wall, and leaving the miserable man to his 
fate passed out of the house. After remaining 
outside long enough for strangulation to take 
place, they again entered tire house, and tak- 
ing down the now lifeless remains of the mur- 
dt red man, carried them to a coal bank in the 
Ticinity, inside which they concealed them. 

The next day it was no'iced that the wo- 
man s paramour was rather flush of funds, and 
Ihis, conpled with the fact that the soldier was 
musing, induced thoee who knew the guilty 
relations existing between tho woman and tha 
man, to suspect that all was not right; so an 
inquiry was instituted through which tho en- 
tire tragedy was brought to light. The wo- 
man, struck with fear oa remorse, made a 
confession of tho whole affair, implicating her 
paramour as the principal in the murder, and 
fcoth lie and c-be were arrested nnd committed 
to jail at New Gastle to await their trial for 
murder . — Pittsburg Chronicle, Feb. 23d.

And look at the result of this ill-timed and 
-starred expedition. General Seymour, who 
emstobe a poor creature, was sent to Flori- 
in the expectation, perhaps, that ha could 
e full possession of the State and hold it 
11 the end of the war. But it might have 
en understood that a rebel concentration 
ainst him was in the highest degree proba- 
le. There was such a concentration, an 
nergetic and rapid one, and we all know the 
onscquence. General Beauregard, General 
ardee, and other distinguished rebel generals 
onfronted Seymour with a rebe» force of 
5,000 men, fought him, and repulsed him 
everely. He fell back with a loss of 1,500, 
ad most likely 2,000 men, leaving many of 
1 wounded and a portion of his artillery, it 
not stated how much, in the hands of 
he enemy. He was too stupid or too 
lazy to send out scouts, and thus he per- 
mitted himself to be surprised. If he had 
taken the precautions that even a sergeant of 
ordinary sense would have taken, ho might 
have fallen back before a superior force with- 
out loss. We aro glad that Gen. Gilmore has 
promptly relieved him of his command. He 
should be court-marlialled, and, if found 
guilty, punished to the utmost extant of mili- 
tary law. Hanging is quite good enough tor 
a high officer, who, by inattention to his duty, 
brings a sore calamity upon his army and his 
country. Strange that such officers as Sey- 
mour are in the service, while muchof the best 
military talent of tbe nation is out of it. 

We trust however to hear soon of blows 
fiom Grant and Sherman that shall compen- 
sate a hundred fold for the disaster we have 
mentioned. If those Generals only had the 
forces that are scattered over an almost 
boundless extent, they would strike as with 
the bolts of Jove. As for the Army of the 
Potomac, we expect it to aet only as tbe body- 
guard of Washington City.

The radicals hold that the ob- 
ject of the war should be the final extinction 
of slavery. This object is revolutionary asd 
unattainable, or, if attainable, its attainment 
would involve the destruction of the consti- 
tution instead of its preservation. The 
servatives are thus for a short and triumphant 
war, whose triumph shall consist in the ac- 
knowledgment of the supremacy of the con- 
stitution; while the radicals are for a war of 
indefinite duration, which, if it ever ends, 
l will leaTe the constitution a wreck and the 
government a despotism. This is theis3ue on 
which the two great parties of the country 
have joined and are about to put their cause 
to trial at the ballot-box. 

Mr. Davis stands, as ho has ever stood, with ! 
j the conservatives. Ho stands where the dom- j 
I inont party itself stood at the outset of the " 
I war. But the dominant party has proved re- 
creant to its solemn professions. Mr. Davis 
has proved faithful to his. His position is \ 
j standing reproach to the dominant party. 

I This is hi3 offence in the estimation 
I radical champions. This it is which so bums 
them with rage that they cannot quote his 
unambiguous and explicit language without 
inverting it. And the case of Mr. Davis is a 
representative one. Every conservative re- 
ceives at the band3 of the radicals the like 
treatment for the like reason. Yet these aro 
the partisans who nickname their adversa- 
ries copperhead a! We scarcely know why 
this nickname has not been fastened upon the 
radicals themselves, unless it be out of respect 
for the copperhead, which, if we may credit 
naturalists, is not the most venomous of rep- 
tiles, and never strikes except in its own de- 
fence. This is at any rate a very sufficient 
reason why the name of the snake should not 
be applied to the radicals. The copperhead is 
indeed a pattern of good-nature compared 
with the political reptiles that now infest the 
high places of the government.

Here we have Mr. Davis's position defined 
in bis own words. lie admits, virtually, that 
Powell was rieht and he was wrong; that Mr. 
Powell having failed to come to Mr. Davis, he 
has gone to Mr. PoweU, and both standing 
now, side by side, upon an anti-war-paace- 
upoc-any- terms platform; both are right in 
Hr. Davis’s estimation. 

The Gazette’s construction 



By no means. 

not only does gross injustice to Mr. Davi3 
but is totally unwarranted by his language as 
the Gazette quotes it. Mr. Davis’s language 
rigorously excludes the O azette’s construction. 

The proposition as to which he intimates a 
doubt is not that coercion should be used now 
and henceforward until the rebellion 
is suppressed but that coercion should have 
been resorted to at the outset. The 
latter proposition, as a practical ques- 
tion, is past beyond recall, and as to the 
former proposition Mr. Davis neither inti- 
mates nor feels a shadow of doubt. On the 
contrary, he expressly says that he is still for 
coercion as he was at the outset. And indeed 
more than once during the present session of 
Congress he has declared this with the great- 
est possible emphasis. We will cite a single 
instance. 

In his reply to Senator Wilson, noticing 
that Senator’s objection to the stopping of 
the war, Mr. Davis said: ^ 

Well, eir, I do not desire it.’afd as far as 
my vote goes it shall not stop until ine rebels 
have submitted to the constitution and laws 
and authority of the United States. That is 
my position and the position of my State, 
have held it in scenes where the soul of the 
Senator from Massachusetts, brave as he 
wishesto be thought to be, would have quailed. 

I intend to hold it forever; but I intend to 
hold it upon tbe constitution according to my 
understanding, upon its restrictions and lim- 
itations ot power, upon its distribution among 
the various departments — tho legislative to 
one, the executive to another without a par- 
ticle of legislative, and the judicial power to a 
third. Because men violate these principles 
and these fundamental divisions of the great 
power of the government, I am not going to be 
recreant to the government and the country . I 
will sustain those who ere intrusted to admin- 
ister it, however incompetent and unworthy 
they may be. Although I believe, I religi- 
ously believe, and would go to the stake to- 
day in proof, that they are flagrantly and 
wickedly violating the constitution, yet that 
, would not induce me to pause one moment in 
voting to them proper supplies nnd means to 
canyon the war to a successful issue: far from 
it. But here is where the shoe pinches the 
Senator. His great paramount purpose is to 
cany on this war to the final destruction of 
slavery; to use all the war powers aud all the 
other powers that the executive department 
can usurp, or induce the peobla to acquiesce 
in their exercising, to the annihilation of 
slavery, per fas aut nefas. 

I propound to the Senator from Massachu- 
setts this question: If the rebels in the South- 
ern States were to offer to qo me back to-mor- 
row, upoD condition that they should have 
all their rights under the constitution except 
so far os those rights have been forfeited by 
their conduct and crimes under that instru- 
ment, and as that forfeiture might be ad- 
judged by the appropriate tribunals, would 
Tou agree, eir, that they should come back 
and hold slavery in all those States as hereto 
fore? The Senator is silent. His heart an 
swers that question. 

This is the position of Mr. Davis as eon 
trasted with Senator Wilson’s position. And 
such is the position ot the conservatives of 
the country as contrasted with the position of 
the dominant party. 

The extract we have here given presents a

Wilke’s Spirit of the Times makes this ex- 
tract the text of an article in opposition to 
the re-election of Abraham Lincoln which 
embodies a large percentage of truth. For 
instance, the remark that “The first idea of a 
republican form of government implies the 
free cboico of its rulers by tbe people, and 
that any effort on tbe part ot those in place 
to pervert the revenue and patronage with 
which they have been entrusted, to debauch, 
absorb, or coerce the farther expression of the 
people, is not only base ingratitude, but an 
audacious treason against the freedom of 
elections,” is eminently sound and timely. 

Mr. Wilkes then alludes to the conduct of 
Washington in refusing to be renominated 
after the second term, and the advice of Jack- 
son above-quoted, and says: 

Mr. Lincoln, however, proposes to ignore these 
bright examples, aud fix himself as the corner-stone 
of a retrogressive creed. Whether the pioplo will 
hold him to be of such transcendent virtue as to 
warrant, for his sake, the inversion of the salutary 
warnings of the two most illustrious Hugos of oar his- 
tory, remains to be decided. They have heart his 
j^kts, observe ii bis pdlcf. deplored bis ind ecisions, 
blushed at his want of dignity; and if, under such 
experience, they forget Washington and Jackson tor 
RLch a mournful agglomerate of royalty &8 Lincoln, 
we t hall be prepared for an early installation of tho 
Juggernaut, or the othor modorn deities of India. 

The following reason is assigned why the 
interests of the country demand that Mr. Lin- 
coln shall not fee “his own successor:” 

If Mr. Lincoln is to its re-nominatod it will be his 
object to continue tbe war till after his elctiou; but 
should some oneetso be namod by the Republicans, it 
will be his interest, and likewise the interest of Sew- 
ard and the conservative remainder, to close the war 
honorably and as speedily as possible, for the sake of a 
record In tbe future. In this point of view, therefore, 
it is important the people should acquaint Mr. Lincoln 
at the curliest moment aud in the most positive way, 
that they do not inteud to reverse the wholesome ver- 
dict of Washington aud Jackson in his favor. 

This is certainly a good and sufficient rea- 
son for declining to gratify Mr. Lincoln’, 
ambition. Mr. Wilkes concluded his article 
with tbe remark that if Linooln and his per- 
petual placemen aro permitted to capture the 
government a second time “we may not have 
enough ofindependence left, at the termina- 
tion of the second lease, even to deplore oar 
wretchedness with dignitv.

— This being abis- 
ile year, our Journal bears date February 
The Roman year a^establishedby Numft, 
tained 353 days, and was divided into 
Ive lunar months. Cut as this lunar year 
ot correspond with the 6 olaryear, he in- 
alated PVrry other year an additional 
th of twenty-two or twenty-three days 
ed Macedonia?. This intercalation was 
itrarily in the discretion of the pontifices, 
by making a-current year longer or 
ter could aid their friendp, so that the offi- 
term of office would be made 
rter or longer and contractors might 
e additional or less time to cal- 
thc taxes. By this licstss the months 
. transposed from their stated seasons, the 
ter months carried back into autumn, and 
autumnal into summer. Cottar reformed 
adopting the Julian or Solar year, and 
do each of the months the number 
ajs which they still contain. This was 
menccd -16 years B. C., and continued un- 
D. 1852, when the 13th Pope Gregory 
trued the calendar. He, observing that 
verne .1 equinox in that year happened on 
10th of March, when at the Council of 
e in A. D. 325, it had occurred on the 21st, 
the advice of astronomers, c/used ten days 
e thrown out of the current year, an i to ren- 
the future agreement perfeot between the 
'1 year acd the annual revolution of the earth 
nd the sou, it was ordained that the year 
uld consist of 365 days, with an additional 
every fourth year, excepting the last year 
every century, the number of which is not 
isible by four. Tbe mean Gregorian year 
eeds the trne solar year by 22.38 seconds, 
ich wtn'd not amount to a year until 3,866 
rs. In the year 1752, the “new style” was 
pted in England by dropping tbe eleven 
s betwen the 2 d and l tth September, and 
legal year was made to commence on tbe 
of January, instead of the 25th of March, 
will thus be seen that the intercalation of 
day, which hardly attracts public atten- 
n, but is done as a matter of course, has 
n the result of a long series of astronomi- 
and chronological study and experience.

Washisbton, Feb. 27. 

, HOCSS. 

Xot more tb«n fifty members were present, 
it haring been agreed yesterday that nothing 
should be done to-day, excepting making 
speeches. 

Mr. Dawes occupied the chair, and the 
President’s annual message was announced 
as the theme for discussion. 

Mr. Harding, of Kentucky, referred to a 
.former declaration of the President that the 
Dnion is unbroken, and all secession ordi- 
nances are nuli and void. In this view he 
concurred, and therefore, whenever the rebel- 
lion shall be suppressed, either by force 
of arme or voluntary submission, tha 
revolutionary States are thereby re- 
stored with ail their rights and privileges ia 
tbeUnion. This view was sound, and was 
acquiesced in by conservatives and Democrats. 
But the President bad changed, and had pre- 
sented ascheme for reconstruction more de- 
structive than the old doctrine of State rights. 
The scheme was mapped out by the master- 
builder with a pencil dipped in blood. Puts >as 
are to vote as the President m ly direct. The 
effect was the iron hand of despotism crushing 
ont the last vestige of constitutional liberty, 
leaving nothing but desolation. It would 
establish tho most odious abolition oligarchy, 
of a earage character, and it was enough to 
fire any man’s veins in which runs a drop of 
revolutionary blood. 

Mr. Deming, of Connecticut, said the Presi- 
dent's scheme of reconstruction seeks to lib- 
erate order from anarchy audits paralyz'ug 
influence, to prevent innocence being compro- 
mized with guilt, to separate loyalty from the 
unhealthy contact with di 9 anionism, which 
would subject it, in the t ye of tho law, to 
punishment for crime. The task was one of 
great embarrassment and difficulty, because 
of tbe imperfection cf human wisdom, and 
because tbe plan was designed by the Presi- 
dent to be transitory in its character, to bridge 
the chasm between Stats anarchy aud State 
restoration, commencing the great deviance. 
Ia attempting to solve this difficult problem, 
no statesman would adopt any different plan. 
While the President’s plan may be incom- 
plete, it was as complete, however, as the in- 
tricacies of the subject would permit. It 
poEBeFsed the rare merit of being just to the 
Government, just to the insurgent States, and 
to the slave. 

Mr. Deming defended the amnesty procla- 
mation as btiog justifiable, from tho fact, tha’, 
in a loyal sense, every citizen in tic insurrec- 
ionary States is a public enemy. 

As to tbe recent Convention in Baltimore, 
it was compelled to nominate I.i'icoin, as tha 
people of tne State were for him, but dirk 
lantern associations still exist ia Maryland, 
and hence some persons were professedly for 
the election of Lincoln but to betray their 
trust. One of Secretary Chase's assistants de- 
clared ho would vote for whom he pleased. 

Mr. Blair expressed his surprise that the 
i v p;esentativcs irota Iowa and other States 
had been caught iu a trap by signing a paper 
Biking for the rejection by the Senate of Scho- 
field as a Major-General. 

Mr. Wilson, of Iowa, denied that tho dele- 
gation from that State was caught in a trap. 
Tie knew what the paper was, and it told the 
tiuth. • 

Mr. Grinnei, of Iowa, said that the Missouri 
State militia came from Xortbern Missouri 
into the Eouthern part of his Stats stealing 
horses and plundering roosts; they came to 
blow up the court-house, and to unite them- 
selves with the Knights of the Golden Circle. 
Mr. Blair replied that it was not sufficient 
-nd against ScuoSew. While a few such 

men may . 1178 (;l ° 5 eed over, tlte attention o! 
the commaLdiug was directed to an- 

other quarter. Mr. Blair said the enemy 
6 ougbt to rely on misrepresentation to injure 
Geu. Schofield, and thus make issue agxinjt 
the President. 

The Navy Department courted an investi- 
gation, but not eoof theTreaflury Department. 
A permit was given in Baltimore to noto- 
rious blockade-runners whoso vessels had 
more than ouee been seized, and in alluding 
to Pomeroj ’8 recent circular, he spok 9 of its 
design aa an intrigue against the man who 
had confided to Chase a portfolio. But the 
President was doubtless satisfied every day 
that Cha 3 e remained in the Cabinet for him 
to sink deeper into the conscience of every 
honorable man. 

Mr. Blair gave notice of his intention to 
introduce a resolution on Monday to inquire 
into the affairs ot the Treasury Department, 
in connection with trade regulations on tho 
Mississippi. 

Mr. Donnelly, of Minnesota, addressed the 
committee for an hour on the importance of 
encouraging foreign emigration, and advo- 
cating the bill heretofore introduced by 
him to establish a bureau of emigration. 

Mr. Edwards, of Illicos, reviewed in con- 
demnation the acts of the administration ia 
connection with the war, which, with our 
ovei whelming numbers, ought long ago to 
have ended on the principle of tho Critten- 
den resolution. 

The committee ro 3 e, and the iionse ad- 
journed.

Arrivals from Vicksburg confirm previous 
reports tb&t Sherman had occupied Selma, 
A’a.

and succeeded in forcing him back with con- 
s derable loss. He had a severe fight at West 
Point, Mississippi. The slow movements of 
Col. Warring’s division, consisting mainly of 
New Jersey und Pennsylvania regiments, de- 
layed Ibis expedition some eight days, thus 
giving the enemy time to concentrate* against 
them.

The Now York Journal of Uommercesays 
the same general facts hold true throughout 
the West, acd should Europe be engulfed in 
war before another twelvemonth, which is 
more than possible, adding to the demand al- 
ready existing, the American farmer is likely 
to te rewarded for his industry as never be- 
fore. The support of larger armic 3 at home, 
the operation of the conscription laws upon 
the labor market, the troubles which agitate 
the oid world, all go to help tha agricultural 
classes iu the United States. Theretore, pivnt 
every acre of arable land that is possible. 
Wheat and corn are chiefly needed for export, 
bnt all the small grains, to say nothing of po- 
tatoes and other vegetables, will find a ready 
market. 



GrttRiLLAS in Missouri — A party of sol- 
diers bunting guerillas in Mississippi county.

Vernon stoutly teuied 
knowing anything about her boys; but this 
did not satisfy the soldiers, and two of them 
entered the bouse to search fjr them. As 
they were going up stairs to the second story, 
the guerillas fired upon the soldiers, killing 
Edward G. Edwards instantly, an 1 wounding 
the other so that he subsequently died. The 
guerillas then rushed out of tho home, firing 
their shotguns and pistol?, but without doing 
ary harm. Two of the soldiers stayed with 
tmir wounded comrade, the other following 
the guerillas into the woods, when the pur- 
sued turned upon their pursuer, chasing him 
tbtough the bnshes until he stumbled upon 
one of their horses, which ho mounted and 
made good his eseapo. Reinforcements were 
sent tor, find when they arrived, the whole 
party made preparation to encamp. Whilst 
buiiciog a fire, the Vernon boys crept up on 
them and fired two shots, killing ono man and 
severely wounding another. Thus three men 
wire killed and one wounded by these two 
desperate men, who have been enabled to 
elude their pursuers.

The following account of thi* important 
-expedition, it is hoped, may not prove unin- 
teresting to the public. Soon after our return 
to Nashville /torn a reconnoitring expedition 
up the Cumberland as far as Creelsboro, Ky., 
during which we were fired upon several 
times by guerillas, we were under ordors 
again to depart for South-Ford, or Burnside’s 
Point, 300 miles by way of the river. Having 
taken on board a good sailing Captain, in the 
person of Hr. J. L. Bateman, and also a new 
commander, Lieut. George Armstrong, of the

of "better times coming.” Wc left Nashville : ar ,j 
early on the morning of January 7th, in 
charge of four transports, and arrived safely 
at Carthage on the evening of the 10th. The 
low stage of the water at- that time precluded 
any further advance, and we were compelled 
to lay over for the space of twenty days. At 
length certain signs began to appear in the 
heavens, and some few gracious drops were 
distilled from the overhanging clouds, which 
acted like spirits thrown upon the small em- 
bers of hope that still flickered in our bosoms, 
lighting up each eye with a fire all its own, 
and wreathing each war-worn^ phiz with a 
grin very pleasant to behold. Meantime some 
addition nad been made to the fleet in the 
shape of three gunboats and seven more

One of the meyt daring as well as one of the 
most successful raids during the. war was that 
of tho 14th Illinois cavalry, under command 
of Major F. M. Davidson. It wai no otiicr 
than a trip to North Carolina to at'ack the 
Cherokee Indians under command of Colonel 
Thrmas, who is the old government agent. 

The greatest prudence hsd to be exorcised 
to prevent destruction by a fatal misstep. 

To add to the complications the battery at- 
tached to the 15th, under command of Lieu- 
tenant J. H. Conoly, accompanied the expe- 
dition, and pasted over the entire trip with 
success, aft v marching uninterrupted by the 
enemy for three days and nights, and our for- 
ces came upon the enemy about 4 o’clock, 
February 2d, capturing first a patrol, then 
their pickets. An attack win immediately 
which proved a complete surp ise 



success. The enemy numb trod about 215 
Indians, and some whit) men. Tho white 
men wete panic stricken and ran, bat the In- 
dians fought wiih hcro’c bravery. Whoa the 
attack was made, Colonel Thomas was about 
a quarter of a mile from camp, quarterel at 
a house. Ho broke acd ran like a coward, 
with the swiftness ot an antelope. He was 
promptly pursued by our forces, but without 
success. The Ind uns swear very hard on o'd 
Thomas for his cowardice anl treachery. 
They say he taught them to bdieva tint the 
Yankees would murder the lust one of them, 
but iliey feel agreeably surprised and gratified 
at tho kind treatment they receive.

and respectability to the expedition, exciting 
not a few surmises among the natives along 
the banks of the little creek, familiarly called 
tho Cumberland. Brigadier-General Payne 
about this time appeared in Carthage, with a 
section of artillery and some cavalry, with 
the avowed purpose of going up the river on 
a scout, and, needing the assistance of a gun- 
boat and transport to accompany his forces, 
ha applied to the commanding officer, Capt. 
H. A. GiaBford, U. S. N., for the same, which 
was readily granted. The Silver Lake No. 2 
and transport Sullivan were selected, accom- 
panied also by the Reindeer No. 35, the two 
lust carrying the General and stall'. 

We left Carthage on the afternoon of the 
30th January, bidding adieu for the time to 
the balance of the fleet. The Reindeer, una- 
ble to pass Sand Shoals, was compelled “to 
hang up the fiddle and the bow,” or rather 
surrender her chances for glory or au inglo- 
rious wreck to hercompeersof lighterdraught. 
Il was not without some trouble that wc stem- 
med tho swift current at so low a stage of 
water; but having taken the overland route 
on previous occasions, we were not to be baf- 
fled in so important an enterprise. The first 
point of importance made was Flynn’s Lick 
Landing, a notorious rendezvous for guerillas. 
The forces (cavalry) sent along up the south 
bank of the river by Gen. Payne, reported to 
him at this point, bringing in a rebel quarter- 
master on horseback, besides reporting forty 
prisoners taken and several killed, without 
sustaining any loss. Gen. Payno and staff 
disembarked and proceeded to scour the 
whole country as far up as Gainsboro, de- 
stroying several ferryboats and canoes, ex- 
pactiDg an attack at any moment; but in this 
wc were disappointed, as the rebs, for ouce, 
had enough to attend to at home. 

Geu. Payne, on taking his departure for 
Carthage on the Sullivan, left orders for us to 
proceed on up the river. In obedience there- 
to we left the upper Gainsboro landing early 
on the morning of February 3d, iu pretty 
good trim for either a fight or a foot race. Not 
a shade of fear passed over The war-worn 
features of the veterans of tho Lake as they 
silently gnlhered around their guns, in obe- 
dience to orders from their commanding officer, 
and nerved themselves for tho contest. They 
had been there before! Some of them even 
on the bloody fields of Shiloh, Perryvillo, 
and Stone’s river, and cared but little now 
about the whizzing of a few stray bullets. 
While passing a high bluff, some distance 
above Gainsboro, we received the concentrated 
fire of at least a hundred gun3 (small arms), 
literally riddling the cabin of tho Lake, sev- 
eral ol the balls passing through the upper 
and lower decks. 

Owing to the perpendicularity of the bluff, 
some moments elapsed before wo could get 
tho range of them, savo with small arms, du- 
ring which the shot rattled around us like 
hail. Soon, however, it came our turn, when 
we opened on them with our six and twelve- 
pounders, delivering a well-directed fire. A 
few rounds of hissing, screeching, death- 
dealing shells exploding on the top of tho 
bluff made it necessary for Messrs. Hamilton, 
Hughes, A Co. to fall back. Again, from a 
high bluff near Celina, wo received another 
similar volley, making several envious gaps 
afresh through the cabin and docks, one of 
the balls mortally wounding a prisoner, Wm. 
[fpohweck, but doing no further damage. 
Presently, getting tho range of them, wo 
poured into them a murderous fire. The top 
of the bluff, for a time, was almost ablaze 
with bursting shells. This, of course, was 
too much for the guerilla chiefs; their firo 
slackened, but ours did not so long as they 
were within range. Silence, however, soon 
reigned supreme, and moving up stream a 
short distance we dropped anchor and sent 
ashore for a surgeon, who camo on board and 
extracted the ball from the wounded prisoner, 
but it availed not; ho expired about 8 o’clock 
P. M. 

Meantime tho river had commenced rising, 
but ere the curtains of night were drawn over 
tho tall bluffs, the heavy, rumbling sound of 
artillery in the distance warned U3 of the 
approach of the fleet, and also of the fact 
that the gunboats were engaged. On they 
eame,“nearer and more near,” until we could 
distinctly see the exploding shells falliug on 
the tops of the bluff's, somewhat like meteors 
from the skies, lighting up the heavens for 
some distance around. Although silect spec- 
tators of the scene, it soon became interesting 
to us — even brilliant, approaching the sub- 
lime! Pre-cntly the signal lights of the trans- 
ports fla-hed out through the darkness. They 
had run the blockade; all had been fired 
upon — some of them riddled with balls — but 
fortunately no one was hurt. Last, but not 
least, came the gunboats Reindeer, Victor, 
and the little Newsboy, defiant as ever. Capt. 

H. A. Glafford, of the Reindeer, running 
alongside quietly, was enjoined upon to 
“come along,” which order was promptly 
obeyed. But little fear of beiug fired upon 
again was entertained, as we had passed the 
“infected” region, including Jackson county, 
and entered the loyal State of “Old Kain- 
tuck.” lu this we were not disappointed. 
On our arrival at Burksvillc, the following 
day, tbc remains of the prisoner alluded to 
above were decently interred on the soulh 
bank of the Cumberland. The progress of 
the fleet was necessarily slow, owing to the 
low stage of water. Several of the transports, 
being heavily laden, passed with difficulty 
Wild Goose Shoals, but came to a respectful 
halt at Wolf Creek Shoals, together with the 
gunboats Reindeer and Victor, forty milas 
below South Fork. Iu obedience to orders, 
the Lake, after taking on some lading, in 
company wilh transports Colossus and Sulli- 
van, proceeded on up, passing with much 
difficulty numerous shoals, and arrived at Big 
Sooth Fork on the afternoon of February 8. 
Tho appearance of this portion of the float 
was welcomed by the garrison with cheer af- 
ter cheer, and other demonstrations of joy.

But eren the ‘old trapa’ 
have at last fallen Into the hands of those who 
have something of Washington's lave for the 
‘rights of human nature.' These relies are 
full ot holy associations, and the visitorliugers 
over them with more interest than he feels in 
the vast collections of the etrange and the cu- 
rious in other parts of the building. 

“ScTera! large glass casesare filled with the 
Rimy equipments, table furniture, clothing, 
dressing glasses, etc., formerly in use by Geo. 
Washington. Among them is a set of china 
presented to Mrs. Washington by Lafayette 
and two candelabra which were the gif: of the 
gallant Count Rochambeau. We have, also, 
the great hall lantern of Mount Vernon and a 
great leather portmanteau containing his 
“treasure chest,' a roll of blankets, a centra ta- 
ble, and other articles nsod by Washington In 
the field.

Their camp was on the bunk of Tucknsyet, a 
bcau.ifnl river flowing through the mmntiiin’, 
ar.d running into the Liitlo Tennessee. The 
)os3 of the enemy was 41 left dead up in the 
field, and we Captured aud brought out 56 
prisoners. 

Oar loss was three killed and nine wounded. 
Among the wounded is Lieu enant Capron, 
who fell mortally p'crccd whilst charging the 
enemy. lie was a brave and skilful officer. 

Major DavidEOn, who commanded the ex- 
pedition, and, in fact, all ths officers, acred 
with cool and determined courage. Dr. Wil- 
son, surgeon, deserves much credit for the care 
and skill with which he admiu'utercd to the 
wants of tho wounded. 

On the return of the cxpeJi'ion, it was pur- 
sued by 500 of Hardee’s cavalry, but it suc- 
ceeded, however, in returning "with the pris- 
oners and wounded, although surrounded by 
the enemy, save by the route of exit. The 
distance marched was about 300 miles, three 
drys cf which we were without forage for 
borsa or subsistence fir man.

Michioas Petroleum — Ar, other Spring — 
It is located only eight miles from Detroit^ The. 
Oil Question JCxciting Attention . — The reemt 
discovery of petroleum at Albion, aad our ar- 
ticles upon tha other oil springs of the State, 
are attracting that attentioa that tho import- 
ance of tha subject demands, and the oil ques- 
tion has been, for the past few days, the gen- 
eral topic of converse t on both in eountry aad 
city. At albion, on Sunday last, it' is" said 
that the subject was even allude! to in the 
churches. Tho people of ihat goodly plans 
were intensely excited fir tho tima being, and 
almrst every kerosene lamp in the village was 
filled wilh the crude petroleum. Altnough 
tho flow of oil lus greatly decreased at Mr. 
Cady’s spring, yet the people of that locality 
are sanguine that it will break out afresh, and 
that now discoveries will yet ba made in that 
locality. Enough oil has already been gath- 
ered there to convince the sceptics and unbi- 
lieving that thcro ii tu> humbug about the 
affair. Considerable speculation is ri b as to 
tbo cause of the sudden bursting out of this 
oleaginous substance. It is thought by some 
that tho intense co’d of the preceding few 
weeks, which had frozen up tho sarfaes water, 
prevented tho absorption of the o 1 by the 
earth, and that the subsequent thaw released 
the pent-up oil, so that it esnio to lh) smt'.co 
in au unusual qaamity. Tho present compar- 
ative cessation of the flow is accounted for 
upon ihc same natural principles. 

The publication of our articles upon the oil 
springs of the State has revealed the fact of the 
existence cf an oil spring in our own vicinity 
—only eight miles from Detroit, the existence 
of which has been known for over forty years. 
It ia simated on a creek about ha’f'a* mils 
above its confluence with the Rouge River, 
two miles bchw Doarbon. Our informant, 
Mr. Joseph N. Brown, moved on the farm 
where it is situated, in the year 1815, and re. 
sided there until ire was eighteen years of ag}. 
The farm on which the spring i i situated is 
called the Hall farm. It ii now owacd by 
Mr. Henry Collins. Tha spring is loca'ed on 
the south side ot the creek, about eight feet 
above the stream. Oil bas been kno vn to ex- 
ist on the surface of, and to flow from, this 
spring for many yca-s. Mr. Brown can re. 
member it from a boy. He is now over 50 
years of sge, and has been in the employ of 
the M chigan Central Railroad Compaur for 
several jeers. His statements in regard to 
this oil spring are entirely reliable. Wc pre- 
nuna oth r discoveries of oil spriBgs will be 
made, and that at no distant period they will 
be to; ned to practical advantage. 

Our exchanges from all over the State are 
discussing the cil question, and if our articles 
up' n this subject shall have a tendency to ox- 
cito inquiry, stimulate discovery, and aid ia 
developing the natural resources of tho Sta'e, 
we shall be ahundantly rewarded for our la- 
bors . — Detroit Advertiser .
